Victor C. Wood, head of Salem 
schools for slightly more than 
two years, said today he is re­ 
signing to become superintend­ 
ent of the Oregon city school 
district in Lucas County near 
Toledo 
The lioard of Education was 
scheduled to receive his resig­ 
nation at a meeting early this 
afternoon and members indi­ 
cated they will release Wood 
from t h e remainder of his 
$16,500 a-year

$lay in riot-torn cities, the v ote cf con fiden ce 
Yn u st be en cou rag in g to members of the thin 
j>lu e lin e. 
To cov er an other side of the issu e, Gallu p 
pollsters asked in terv iewees if they thou g ht po­ 
lice bru tality ex isted in other parts of the n a­ 
tion . The respon se was “n o" by an ov erwhelm­ 
in g 81 per cen t. 
Sig n ifican tly , in those cities where riots hav e 


occu rred the respon se followed the same pat­ 
tern as in other commu n ities. 
The an swers by Neg roes qu estion ed in the 
poll parallelled those of whites. 
In v iew of the poll, where do all the com­ 
plain ts orig in ate? 
The charg es obv iou sly come from people who 
hav e come in to con tact with law en forcemen t 
officers doin g their job, 
Man y of the protestors who hav e been 
rou g hed u p were swin g in g an d kickin g at the 
arrestin g officers bu t didn ’t wan t him to defen d 
himself. 
It is tru e that a small percen tag e of police 
officers ov erstep the lin e of proper con du ct. 
That is why stories appear from time to time 
reportin g the dismissal of officers. 
We can be cou n ted with the v ast majority of 
American s who su pport the work of police de­ 
partmen ts an d feel the claims of bru tality are 
hig hly ex ag g erated. 


Changing Times In Britain 


New stories describin g domestic an d in tern a­ 
tion al problems of Great Britain epitomize 
chan g in g times in that cou n try . 
The n ation 's econ omic health is so bad it pre­ 
cipitated 
a 
g ov ern men t 
shakeu p that saw 
Prim e Min ister Harold Wilson assu me fu ll con ­ 
trol an d respon sibility of its fu tu re. 
The seriou sn ess of the cou n try ’s econ omic af­ 
fairs is reflected in the fact that n o other 
prime min ister has ev er seen fit to take su ch 
drastic action in peacetime. 
The British lion also is bein g hamstru n g on 
other econ omic frcn ts. 
Fren ch Presiden t Charles de Gau lle has su c­ 
cessfu lly kept Britain ou t of the Eu ropean Eco­ 
n omic Commu n ity , better kn own as the Com­ 
mon Market. 
Also, the British Labor g ov ern men t has been 
u n able to make peace with Prime Min ister Ian 
D. Smith of Rhodesia in the split ov er Rhode­ 
sia’s declaration of in depen den ce. The British- 
In stig ated econ omic blockade has failed to 
brin g Mr. Smith in lin e. 


On the in tern ation al frcn t, British relation s 
with Red Chin a are deterioratin g daily . 
The British mission in Pekin g has been at­ 
tacked, 
Commu n ist 
Chin ese 
hav e 
battled 
con stables in Lon don an d Commu n ist harass­ 
men t con tin u es in the British colon y of Hon g 
Kcn g . 
It hasn ’t been too man y y ears ag o that su ch 
prov ocation by the Chin ese wou ld hav e reaped 
qu ick pu n itiv e measu res. 
Prime Min ister Wilson is try in g to rally his 
forces for a peacetime offen siv e on a lev el with 
the cou n try ’s storied respon se to ill fortu n e in 
times of war. 
What the ou tcome of the an ti-British su rg e by 
Commu n ists will be depen ds to a larg e ex ten t 
on how far Red Chin a pu shes the issu e; bu t in 
the case of British econ omy , Prime Min ister 
Wilson is stakin g his political fu tu re cn a prin ­ 
ciple stated by Disraeli more than 100 y ears 
ag o: "The En g lish n ation is n ev er so g reat as 
in adv ersity .”

The en tran ce of Mrs. Charles (Shirley Tem­ 
ple) Black in to the aren a of politics may be a 
little difficu lt for the pu blic to accept.

Critics of U.S. policy in Vietn am shou ld read 
an d re-read the followin g editorial. 
It was carried Au g . 7, 1967, in A Tarde, a 
n ewspaper in Sao Salv ador, Bahia, Brazil. 
The editorial say s, in its cwn way , what this 
reporter has heard man y American serv icemen 
an d civ ilian s say in Vietn am. Men an d women 
in Japan , the Philippin es, Thailan d, Hon g Kon g 
told me the same thin g last fall. 
We sometimes lose sig ht of this in the daily 
bu dg et of protest in the n ews. 
Here then is the Brazilian editorial: 
"The Un ited States g ov ern men t is g cin g to 
in crease tax es by 10 per cen t to su pport the 
war in Vietn am. What this mean s for the west­ 
ern world is probably n ot well u n derstood. Bu t 
we shu dder to thin k what a collapse of democ­ 
racy in the Orien t w:u ld sig n ify . . . . 
"Fig htin g in Asia, in the swamps an d ju n g les 
of Vietn am ag ain st ambu shes of the Viet Con g , 
the North American people an d their allies . . . 
are fu lfillin g a pledg e n ot on ly to the Sou th 
Vietn amese. The liv es bein g sacrificed there 
are for the freedom of the whole w:rld, be­ 
cau se if they were to leav e Vietn am, we wou ld 
hav e the war on ou r own fron tiers. . . . 
"An empire like the American on e does n ot 
n eed to resort to territorial ex pan sion . The 
Vietn am war has a well-defin ed ideolog ical 
mean in g an d the fate of two differen t worlds is 
in balan ce there. . . . 
“An d n ow all of the American people are 
bein g called to con tribu te to this war. Giv in g 
their blood is n et en ou g h. It is also n ecessary 
for them to make a material con tribu tion , from 
the n ation al wealth, in fav or of a lon g an d tir­ 
in g campaig n with n o en d in sig ht. 
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“Whether or n et on e ag rees with the reason s 
the Un ited States is in Vietn am, on e mu st ad­ 
mire the ten acity , in spiration an d brav ery of 
the y ou n g American g en eration who risk their 
liv es defen din g an ideal which made their 
cou n try a tru ly u n iv ersal sy mbol—the ideal of 
liberty . 
"The stoicism of the American s in this war, 
in the face of accu sation s of all ty pes an d 
sometimes from those who shou ld be fig htin g 
at their side, is impressiv e. For the respon sibil­ 
ity for main tain in g the statu s qu o in Vietn am 
shou ld fall mu ch more to ether cou n tries than 
to the Un ited States which is there defen din g 
in terests which were n ot theirs an d which led 
them in to a war in defen se of all the democrat­ 
ic n ation s of the world. 
"Nev ertheless, the Un ited States su il con sid­ 
ers itself committed to g iv e econ omic help to 
the democratic n ation s, especially to the less- 
dev eloped on es, in a secon d fron t in the war 
ag ain st commu n ism. 
"On this other fron t, the American people 
are also in the v an g u ard. 
Recen t statistics 
show that in the past y ear more than 100 mil­ 
lion American s g av e more than $13% billion to 
help the well-bein g of others, whether in their 
own cou n try or in other n ation s arou n d the 
g lobe. 
"There is n o parallel in all the history of 
man kin d to this v ast an d su bstan tial solidarity . 
Sin ce the en d of the Secon d World War the 
Un ited States has helped the world to free it­ 
self from pov erty an d has made g reat efforts 
to defen d the dearest accomplishmen ts of man 
an d the self-determin ation of people. Dev astat­ 
ed Eu rope was rebu ilt u n der the Marshall Plan 
an d man y Asian , African an d American n ation s 
hav e cou n ted on the Un ited States for su bstan ­ 
tial assistan ce in the fig ht ag ain st u n derdev el­ 
opmen t. 
"It is really admirable that a n ation so tor­ 
men ted by su ch seriou s ex tern al an d in tern al 
problems can still fin d the spiritu al an d mate­ 
rial reserv es, which seem in ex hau stible, to help 
other peoples. . . . 
"This ex ample shou ld be su fficien tly dissu ad­ 
in g to those who lig htly presu me that the Un it­ 
ed States is in a phase of in cu rable deca­ 
den ce.”

An d su ch 
u n ion s as the Electrical Trades Un ion — cou n ­ 
terpart cf the In tern ation al Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers — ru n s a colleg e in Su rrey 
on an estate which on ce belon g ed to a fav orite 
lady of Kin g Edward VII. To this labor u n iv er­ 
sity — where Pav lov a on ce g av e priv ate per­ 
forman ces — the u n icn brin g s shop stewards 
an d man ag emen t people from su ch firms as 
Ford for lon g dialog u es on how to improv e the 
produ ct, the Produ cti n techn iqu es an d the 
profit, as well as workin g con dition s. 
The mov emen t g ru mbles, bu t for the most 
part backs the freeze on wag es an d prices. 
No on e wan ts to see a man lese his job, bu t 
it is better than losin g on e’s n ation . So official 
Labor Party policy will create a pool of 750,000 
jobless by n ex t win ter. 
This will cu t down deman d, in stallmen t bu y ­ 
in g an d, therefore, prices an d imports, an d the 
hope is that the u n employ ed will g o mobile an d 
shift to a-e» s where they are n eeded. 
So British labor may be led by Socialist lords 
— perhaps they really are n ot as socialist as 
they try to sou n d — bu t to them it is Britain 
first. They lov e their g allan t jou stin g . For ex ­ 
ample, when they celebrate their cen ten ary 
n ex t Ju n e, they will u se the Gu ild Hall rig ht in 
the cen ter of "The City ,” the fin an cial heart of 
the Un ited Kin g dom. 
An d Qu een Elizabeth will be there. 
She n ow is on ly a sy mbol, bu t her presen ce 
will be British Labor’s way of showin g loy alty 
to their cou n try — a sen timen t mig hty scarce 
elsewhere in this u n happy v ale of ou rs.

Called for 


What can a people do who don 't wan t to g o 
to war an d y et wish to ex press their disapprov ­ 
al cf the u n frien dly acts of a foreig n g ov ern ­ 
men t? 
For man y y ears the sev eran ce oi diplomatic 
relation s has been a psy cholog ical war of ex ­ 
pressin g the disappoin tmen t of a n ation offen d­ 
ed by the action of an cther g ov ern men t. Today , 
howev er, this is prov in g in adequ ate, an d specu ­ 
lation is arisin g as to what other measu res 
mig ht be effectiv ely u tilized. Thou g h circu m­ 
stan ces differ, there are three con spicou s ex ­ 
amples cu rren tly in the headlin es in which g ov ­ 
ern men ts In Eu rope an d Asia hav e prov :ked 
resen tmen t amon g peoples of other cou n tries. 
First, there is the case of the attack on the 
British Embassy in Peipin g by Chin ese "Red 
Gu ards.” Despite this disg racefu l performan ce 
an d the in ju ry to the families of the British 
diplomats in the bu ildin g at the time. Red Chi­ 
n a has cffered n o pu blic apolog y , an d there are 
n o sig n s that the in ciden t is ev en reg retted 
The Lon don Daily Teleg raph say s editoriall 
that Great Britain has been remarkably patien t 
in similar in ciden ts bu t mu st n ow seriou sly 
con sider whether the closin g of the embassy in 
Peipin g an d the ex pu lsion of Chin ese diplomats 
from Lcn don wou ld be the proper policy to fol­ 
low. The editorial con tin u es: 
"There are stron g reason s for u sin g it (the 
sev eran ce of diplomatic relation s) ag ain st Chi­ 
n a u n less fu ll apolog y , compen saticn an d g u ar 
an tees for the fu tu re are promptly receiv ed — 
which ait presen t seem abou t as likely as that 
Chairman Mao will swim the En g lish Chan n el 
"Formal relation s with odiou s political re 
g imes for the sake cf ex pedien cy — so lon g as 
the ru les of civ ilized behav io- are observ ed - 
are on e thin g . Su bmission to deliberate in su lt, 
in ju ry an d dan g er to life an d to property , is 
an other. . . . 
‘Un less Chin a shows qu ickly an d con v in cin g ly 
that she will frcm n ow on con form to accepted 
diplomatic practice, the best thin g is to ex ­ 
chan g e diplomats an d n ation als in the two 
cou n tries an d leav e her in qu aran tin e.” 
A secon d ex ample of the in discreet behav ior 
of a foreig n g ov ern men t if the case of Gen eral 
De Gau lle who, as a g u est of Can ada, deliber­ 
ately v iolated the hospitality of that cou n try by 
pu blicly e n do r s i n g a mov emen t amon g 
Fren ch-speakin g Can adian s for a "Free Qu e­ 
bec.” The Can adian g ov ern men t thu s far has 
n ot reacted as an g rily as it mig ht, for there is 
a belief that the Fren ch presiden t does n ot re­ 
flect the majority opin ion of the people of 
Fran ce. 
Somethin g of the same feelin g prev ails in the 
Un ited States, where Gen eral De Gau lle’s hos­ 
tility to NATO an d American participation in 
plan s for the defen se of Eu rope has produ ced 
an u n fav orable attitu de toward the Fren ch g ov ­ 
ern men t. No diplomatic break has been su g ­ 
g ested, bu t it is sig n ifican t that man y Ameri­ 
can s hav e refrain ed from in clu din g Fran ce on 
their v isits to Eu rope. 
A third ex ample is the failu re of the g ov ern ­ 
men t of Czechoslov akia to pu n ish those who 
were respon sible for the death of Charles Jor­ 
dan , an American who, with his family , was 
v isitin g Prag u e. Thera hav e been in the State 
Departmen t an d in Con g ress man y efforts to 
improv e relation s with Czechoslov akia an d oth­ 
er cou n tries in the Commu n ist Bloc of Eastern 
Eu rope. Su g g estion s hav e been made for ex ten » 
siv e cu ltu ral ex chan g es an d more v isits be­ 
tween citizen s. The latest episode, howev er, can 
prov e discou rag in g to su ch attempts. 
The idea of a "qu aran tin e” men tion ed by the 
Lon don Daily Teleg raph made a famou s speech 
Fran klin D. Roosev elt made a famou s speech 
on Oct. 5, 1937. callin g for an in tern ation al 
"qu aran tin e” of ag g ressors. The world was re­ 
lu ctan t at that time to apply ev en su ch a mild 
remedy , thou g h the speech u n dou btedly en cou r­ 
ag ed a widespread U.S. boy cott ag ain st g ods 
f*-Cin Japan . 
The theory behin d a “qu aran tin e” is that peo­ 
ples hav e an opportu n ity to ex press their disap­ 
prov al of a g ov ern men t aboard by refu sin g to 
bu y the produ cts on which its econ omy de­ 
pen ds, an d by declin in g to trav el within its bor­ 
ders.

Q — Our insurance examiner I 
say* my husband has a de- 
compensated heart. What does: 
this mean? Is it serious? 
A — When 
there 
Is

leak in one of

h e a r t 
valves 
t h e 
heart 
must 
pump 
more 
blood to com­ 
pensate 
for 
the 
l e a k . 
When, as the 
leak gets big- j 
ger or the heart gets weaker, it 
can no longer do this there is a 
backing up of the circulation 
and waterlogging of the tissues. 
This is decompensation and it 
is indeed serious. The best re­ 
sults are now obtained by op­ 
erating on the heart and repair- j 
ing or 
replacing the diseased 
valve. 
Q — My doctor says I have a 
tilted heart. What causes this! 
and is it anything to be alarm ­ 
ed about? 
A — I assum 
that what you 
have is an enlargement of the 
left side of your heart. This is 
usually caused by a narrowing 
of the aortic valve or an in­ 
complete closure of that valve. 
Some leakage usually 
results. 
So long as there is no decom­ 
pensation (manifested by swell­ 
ing of the ankles and shortness 
of breath) there is no cause for 
alarm 
Q — i am in my 60s and 
have been taking digitoxin for 
rheumatic heart disease 
Are 


there any bad side effects? I 
find that if I take a tablespoon 
of honey before retiring it helps 
ire sleep. Is 
this harmful in 
any way? I read that takhg 
kelp tablets helps a person with 
heart trouble to breathe mdtO 
easily. Is this true? 
A — Too great a dosage of 
any digitalis preparation 
may 
cause nausea and weakness. If 
honey helps you to sleep, by all 
means use it but don’t rely on 
kelp or any other seaweed 
to 
improve 
y o u r 
shortness 
of 
breath. 
Q — What causes an enlarged 
heart? Is it dangerous? Is there 
any special diet for it? 
A — There are several caus­ 
es of cardiac enlargement — 
chiefly valvular heart disease, 
chronic high blood pressure and 
emphysema. The degree of se­ 
riousness 
w o u l d depend on 
wnether or not your heart is de­ 
compensated. There is no spe­ 
cial diet for this condition. 
Q — Does a normal Mood 
pressure 
mean 
a 
normally 
functioning heart? Where 
can 
I write for information on heart 
disease? 
A — Although a high blood 
pressure may in time interfere 
with normal heart function, a 
normal blood pressure is com­ 
mon in persons with angina pec­ 
toris and other forms of heart 
disease. You can get literature

This requires clos­ 
ing the Port of Haiphong, isolat­ 
ing it from the rest of the coun­ 
try, striking all meaningful tar­ 
gets with a military signifi­ 
cance, and increasing the in­ 
terdiction of the lines of commu­ 
nication from Red China." 
"W hat is needed now is the 
hard decision to do whatever is 
necessary, take the risks that 
have to be taken, and apply the 
force that is required to see the 
job through,” the report said. 
It acknowledged these risks 
include the possibility of conflict 
with Communist China or the 
Soviet Union. 
But the panel, advocating ac­ 
tion against Haiphong, said that 
possibility “ does not justify the 
Secretary (McNamara) in tak­ 
ing the position that closing or 
neutralizing this vital port is un­

Standpoint, a position which is 
entirely at odds wth the unani­ 
mous judgment of all of our mil­ 
itary experts." 
Mansfield praised McNamara 
and said "attacks on the integri­ 
ty” of the Pentagon chief are in

Mansfield said McNamara’s 
position is sound, and noted the 
defense secretary had declared 
the bombing or mining of Hai­ 
phong would not stop the infil­ 
tration of Communist troops and 
supplies into the South.

T h u r s d a y

All three were U.S. Navy Sky- 
hawk bombers, and the U.S.

U.S. spokesmen said 140 mis­ 
sions were flown Thursday and 
the raids penetrated deep into 
the

Hanoi- 
Haiphong complex. A missile 
site only three miles from Hai­ 
phong 
was 
reported 
heavily 
damaged, while other missions 
hit bridges, rail lines, truck con­ 
voys and storage depots. 
U.S. Command said two at­ 
tacks on rail yards 15 miles 
northwest of Haiphong and 15 
miles south of Hanoi were par­ 
ticularly rewarding. Air Force 
pilots also reported destroying a 
bridge connecting Hanoi with 
the industrial complex of Thai 
Nguyen about 40 miles above 
the capital. 
The intensified strikes on the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area have been 
exceptionally costly in fliers. 
Since Aug. 21, when the sharp 
upturn in plane losses began, 28 
pilots have been lost and only 
four picked up by helicopter res­ 
cues. 
Despite these losses, the men 
directing the air war say it is in­ 
flicting heavier damage on the 
North Vietnamese supply sys­ 
tem. With only about two more 
months of good weather remain­ 
ing 
before 
the 
monsoon 
changes, American airmen are 
determined to keep up the pres­ 
sure.

LIBERTY, Mo. (AP) - Ear­ 
lier this summer Hank Stram 
said the most pressing question 
mark facing his Kansas City 
Chiefs was place kicking. 
Either Hank had his tongue in 
his cheek or his eyes closed. 
For the only question Jan 
Stenerud might present is how 
far back he can go before he 
misses on a field goal try. 
Stenerud is a rookie from 
Norway by way of Montana 
State who is replacing Mike 
Mercer, the best kicker in the 
American Football League last 
season. He booted a 59-yard 
field goal in college and threat­ 
ens to kick some long ones, if 
not quite that long, for the 
Chiefs. 
But if Stram, at the time he 
made the statement, really felt 
that was the Chiefs’ most press­ 
ing problem, it showed how well 
off Kansas City is compared 
with all the other teams in the 
league which were, and still 
are, worrying about quarter­ 
backs, 
tackles, 
linebackers, 
corner backs and anything else 
you care to name. 
The 
Chiefs’ 
prestige 
was 
slightly tarnished in their 35-10 
Super Bowl loss to Green Bay 
last January, but their reputa­ 


tion as by far the best team in 
the AFL still stands. 
They’ve proved it already by 
crushing Oakland, their No. 1 
rival in the Western Division, 
48-0 and then trouncing the Chi­ 
cago Bears of the National 
League 66-24, both within five 
days in exhibition play. 
Preseason games might not 
have much importance, but it is 
fair to say the outcome of those 
contests was significant. 
“ I think we’re better now than 
we were a year ago,” Stram 
said, offering an ominous note 
to the other AFL teams. “ We’ve 
had more quality competition 
this year than ever before.” 
What he means is the Chiefs 
have greater depth than before, 
and adding depth to the Chiefs 
is like giving an octopus another 
arm.

W E S T M I N S T E R , M d .- 
(NEA) — Bubba Smith 
made 
an auspicious impression on his 
new team m ates, the Baltimore 
Colts, the second day of his of-1 
ficial career as a professional 
football player. 
Bubba was placed opposite * 
Danny Sullivan in 
what the 
Colts 
call 
their 
“Oklahoma" I 
drill. It consists of an offensive 
lineman pitted against a defen-; 
sive lineman one-on-one in a 
pass - blocking test. The job of I 
the defender is to over-power 
or finesse the blocker. 
Sullivan is a six-year pro who! 
started playing regular guard 
for the Colts last year and is 
regarded as a good pass block-, 
er. He’s a burly Irishman out! 
of Boston who stands 6-3 
and 
weighs 250 pounds. 
Danny went at Bubba with his 
elbows tucked in tight and got 
in close against Bubba’s chest. 
Bubba put one hand on Dan­ 
ny’s right shoulder pad, the oth­ 
er hand on the left and gave 
him a shove. Sullivan staggered 
off balance. Bubba raised his 
right hand and smote him, like 
a Black Belter delivering a ka­ 
rate 
chop. 
Danny 
hit 
the j 
ground, flattened. 
Pros aren’t easily awed by 
physical prowess, but a week, 
later 
they were 
still 
talking 
about Bubba’s display. 
"No one." said Sullivan, “ lik­ 
es to get beat, even in a prac­ 
tice drill. But I’ll tell you — the 
kid really 
showed 
me some­ 
thing. Not so much the strength, 
but the quickness and the way 
He knows what to do. He reacts' 


like a guy who’s been around a 
long time.” 


BUBBA SMITH is only 22 
years old. He stands 6 feet, 
7% 
inches 
and 
weighs 
293 
pounds, and he’s willing to race 
any guy on the Colts who weighs 
235 pounds or more, 40 yards 
for five bucks. There would be 
plenty of side bets on Bubba, 
too. 
He’s a big blob of a kid, with 
that 
pumped - up reputation 
from Michigan State and a pro­ 
clivity for popping off that made 
the Colts ready to resist him. 
But Bubba’s won them over on 
two counts: I) ifs easy to see 
that he’s going to help them as 
a football player, which means 
more money, and that’s their 
first consideration as pros; 
2) 
they found he wears easily as a 
personality. 
Away from the field, Bubba 
wears a floppy beach hat tuck­ 
ed down over his ears, with 
shirt tails out and Bermuda 
shorts, no socks and expensive 
buckle shoes that are never 
buckled. He’ll never make the 
best dressed list. 
He wobbles instead of walks 
and talks so slowly you’re not 
sure the words are going to 
come out, but all that exterior 
lethargy disappears when Bub­ 
ba gets dowm to the business of 
playing defensive tackle for the 
Colts. 


BILLY RAY SMITH, the 10- 
year veteran whom he’ll likely 
displace some time this season, 
looks at him, shakes his head 
and mutters, “ Instant Size." 
Bubba is bigger than the leg­ 
endary late Big Daddy Lips­ 
comb, who first gained renown 
as a defensive tackle with the 


I Colts. It extends to his feet, too. 
Big Daddy wore size 14 shoes. 
Bubba wears 14%. 
The Colts claim he is also 
faster and stronger, and more 
advanced in his techniques. In 
I short, he’s the kind of man who 
could tear 
the 
league 
apart 
when he learns such subtle arts 
as not getting trapped. 
“ It’s very rough,” 
drawls 
Bubba, of his first impression 
of the pros, ‘‘—but not as rough 
as I thought it was going to 
be. I'm finding a lot larger guys 
with a lot more experience. I’m 
going to have to learn to ‘read’ 
a lot more than I have been do­ 
ing in the past." 
“Reading" 
is 
recognizing 
what the opposition is trying to 
do and reacting accordingly. So 
he’s getting the cram course 
from coach Don Shula and staff, 
mainly defensive line coach Bill 
Arnsperger. The players help 
out. too. 
“They are begun to be quite 
friendly,” admits Bubba. "They 
are being very nice toward me 
now.” 


But Bubba, the All-American 
boy, finds a void in his life, 
too. 
“ I like the not having to worry 
about going to class," he says, 
a twinkle apparent through his 
thick lenses, “but I do miss the 
college atmosphere, the excite­
